Shipwrecked Sailors Face 
Arctic Blizzard; 2 Die 
In Severe L. A. Rains 


JUNEAU, Alaska, (i?) — A wind 
and rain storm threatened to turn 
into a blizzard today which might 
result in a mass tragedy for 18 
shipwrecked men on the shores of 
Cape Fairweather, approximately 
400 miles south of the Arctic Circle. 

Rain sweeping out of the Gulf 
of Alaska toward towering Mt. Fair- 
weather turned into sleet as coast- 
guardsmen and others speeded ef- 
forts to rescue the men. Tempera- 
ture were near freezing. 

Hovering around beach fires since 
the famous old trading ship Patter- 
son was washed ashore last Monday, 
the men flashed signals that many 
of them needed medical treatment. 
Some, they said, were unable to 
walk. 

The signals were made by flash- 
light to the coast guard Haida 
Which had been unable to land a 
small boat and rescue the men be- 
cause of pounding surf.
